Madam  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  report  to  you  on  the  health  of  the  district 
for  the  year  1960. 

1,415  cases  ot  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  during  the  year, 
and  of  these  1,130  were  measles.  The  epidemic  commenced  in  February 
and  continued  throughout  the  year  with  peaks  in  March  and  April 
and  again  in  December  and  January  1961,  and  at  the  time  of  writing 
we  are  still  receiving  numerous  notifications. 

In  duration  and  numbers  this  is  the  worst  epidemic  of  measles 
that  the  district  has  so  far  experienced,  and  although  mainly  affecting- 
young  children,  five  adults  were  also  aftected  and  one  young  woman 
in  her  late  twenties  died  from  virus  meningitis  following  measles. 
Earlier  in  the  epidemic  an  infant  died  from  pneumonia  as  a 
complication. 

Of  the  87  cases  of  Dysentery  notified,  eight  were  admitted  to 
hospital,  but  there  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

There  were  82  notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever,  eight  of  which  were 
admitted  to  hospital,  mainly  on  social  grounds. 

41  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified,  a figure  not  materially 
different  from  that  of  the  previous  year. 

No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  confirmed  during  the  year. 

The  immunisation  campaign  continued  throughout  the  year  and 
an  initial  trial  using  oral  “ polio  ” vaccine  was  undertaken  in  the  area 
and  is  the  subject  of  a report  in  the  body  of  the  text. 

389  persons  were  injured  during  the  year  on  the  roads  within 
the  district,  and  five  of  these  died,  while  a further  six  people  died  as 
a result  of  accidents  occuring  within  their  own  homes. 

The  number  of  accidents  occurring  at  home  was  a matter  of 
grave  concern  to  the  “ Safety  Committee  ” and  comprehensive 
exhibitions  were  held  in  December  in  the  three  main  Libraries  in  the 
area,  and  suitable  displays  of  Posters  were  put  up  in  Church  Halls, 
Clinics,  Schools,  showrooms  and  the  Bramcote  Memorial  Hall. 
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It  was  again  necessary  to  use  the  cleansing  station  on  two  occasions 
for  the  treatment  of  children  suffering  from  scabies.  A rapid  recovery 
was  affected,  in  all  cases.

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The  Birth  rate  is  the  highest  recorded  in  the  past  10  years,  while 
the  death  rate  is  the  lowest  since  1955. 

Of  the  476  deaths  occurring  during  1960,  252  representing 
52.9‘’/o  occurred  in  persons  over  70  years  of  age,  while  349  or  73.3% 
occurred  in  people  who  had  passed  thier  60th  birthday. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  is  above  that  of  last  year,  but  considerably 
below  the  average  for  the  last  5 years. 

The  perinatal  mortality  rate  is,  however,  an  improvement  on  last 
year  having  fallen  from  28.13  to  21.69  per  1,000  live  and  still  births, 
the  number  of  still  births  being  exactly  halved.

Of  the  18  children  dying  in  the  first  year  of  life  13  died  in  the 
first  month  of  life  and  10  of  these  in  the  first  week. 


Of  the  children  dying  in  the  neonatal  period,  nine  were  premature 
and  of  these  four  suffered  from  atelectasis,  two  died  from  pnuemonia 
and  one  from  a cerebrovascular  accident. 

Of  the  remaining  four  babies  two  died  as  a result  of  asphyxia 
pallida  following  a difficult  labour  conducted  at  home,  one  had  multiple 
congenital  defects  and  died  after  an  operation  for  imperforate  anus 
and  one  died  from  pneumonia. 

Of  those  who  survived  the  first  month  of  life,  one  was  premature 
and  died  of  acute  bronchitis,  while  three  suffered  from  severe  con- 
genital defects.  The  remaining  death  was  a child  of  8 months  who 
died  from  pneumonia  complicating  measles.

Ambulance  Facilities.  The  Nottinghamshire  County  Council 
have  a comprehensive  co-ordinated  Ambulance  Service  covering  the 
whole  of  the  administrative  County  Area. 


The  ambulance  requirements  of  the  Beeston  and  Stapleford 
Urban  District  are  in  the  main  covered  by  the  vehicles  and  personnel 
of  the  Beeston  Ambulance  Depot.  The  vehicle  establishment  of  this 
Depot  is  three  ambulances  and  three  sitting  case  cars.

Methods  by  which  the  Public  may  obtain  an  Ambulance  : — 

(a)  In  Emergency.  Dial  “ O ” (or  999  where  the  appropriate 
facility  has  been  provided — the  disc  on  the  instrument  will 
indicate  this)  and  ask  for  “ Ambulance.”  The  telephone 
number,  as  indicated  on  the  instrument,  and  the  caller’s 
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name  and  address  should  be  given  when  requested.  The 
Exchange  will  connect  the  caller  with  the  main  station 
concerned.  The  nature  of  the  emergency  and  the  address 
(or  exact  location  in  the  case  of  an  accident)  to  which  the 
ambulance  should  be  sent,  should  be  clearly  stated. 

All  urgent  calls  for  accidents,  sudden  illness  or  maternity 
will  be  answered  without  question,  and  the  Main  Station 
will  provide  an  ambulance  either  directly  or  through  a 
Sub-Station. 

(b)  Non-Urgent  Calls.  These  should  be  made  to  the  County 
Ambulance  Control,  by  dialling  or  asking  for  Nottingham 
55939.  Such  calls,  including  routine  hospital  attendances, 
etc.,  will  only  be  accepted  when  supported  by  a recommen- 
dation as  to  need  from  a Doctor,  Nurse,  Midwife,  Dentist, 
or  other  responsible  person.  The  following  information 
should  be  given  by  a person  making  a call : — 

His  or  her  name  and  address. 

Name  and  address  of  patient. 

Patient  to  be  conveyed  from 

to (Place  or  address  in  each  case) 

Time  and  date  of  ambulance  required. 

Type  of  case  or  nature  of  illness. 

In  these  cases  as  much  notice  as  possible  should  be  given. 


The  Use  of  Messengers. 

Instead  of  telephoning,  messengers  may  be  sent 
direct  to  any  station,  sub-station  or  depot,  but  in 
emergency  the  method  described  above  is  preferable. 
It  is  to  be  emphasised  that  the  dial  “ O ” or  “ 999  ” method 
should  never  be  used  except  in  circumstances  of  urgency. 
The  service  is  free  and  no  payment  should  be  proffered  to 
drivers  or  attendants. 

It  cannot  be  emphasised  too  strongly  that  the  Ambulance 
Service  is  provided  only  for  those  patients  who  really  require 
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it.  Before  recommending  a patient  for  ambulance  transport 
otherwise  than  in  emergency,  doctors,  midwives,  nurses, 
dentists  and  others  should  therefore  be  satisfied  that  the 
patient  could  not,  owing  to  illness  or  disability,  reasonably 
be  expected  to  travel  by  public  transport.  The  ambulance 
service  may  be  abused  at  the  expense  of  a patient  where 
need  is  desperate — and  at  the  cost  of  his  life.

Home  Helps  are  available  for  households  where  domestic  help 
is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in, 
an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over 
compulsory  school  age.  The  charge  for  their  seiwices  is  now 
3 '6d  per  hour,  but  the  County  Council’s  Scale  of  Assistance  is 
applied  in  cases  where  the  householder  is  unable  to  alford  the  standard 
charge. 

A Sub-Organiser  and  a Case-Worker  are  employed  in  this  district 
and  have  office  accommodation  at  Dovecote  Lane  Clinic,  Beeston.

Day  Nurseries 

There  are  two  hfty-placc  non-residential  Day  .Nurseries 
within  the  ilistrict,  one  at  Stapleford  and  one  at  Beeston. 

There  is  a waiting  list  for  Beeston  Nursery. 


Care  of  Premature  Infants 

The  provision  of  draught-proof  cots  with  hot-water  bottles, 
blankets,  etc.,  and  an  ambulance  is  made  for  all  premature  infants 
requiring  transportation  to  hospital.  They  are  accompanied  by  a 
Midwife  or  Health  Visitor. 

Similarly  equipped  cots  are  provided  for  such  infants  nursed  at 
home. 

The  services  of  a Consultant  Paediatrician  are  available  when 
required. 
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(b)  Provided  by  Other  Bodies 

Rheumatism  Clinic 

A Rheumatism  Clinic  held  in  the  Chilwell  Memorial  Hall  is  run 
by  the  British  Red  Cross  Detachment,  two  sessions  being  held  weekly, 
on  Wednesday  afternoon  and  Saturday  afternoon  during  the  months 
October  to  May. 

Patients  are  treated  on  production  of  a Doctor’s  certificate  ; three 
masseurs  (two  from  the  General  Hospital  and  one  from  the  Red 
Cross  Detachment)  being  engaged. 


Nursing  in  The  Home 

1.  Infectious  Diseases.  All  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  which 
cannot  effectively  be  isolated  at  home  and  nursed  by  members  of  the 
household  are  removed  to  Isolation  Hospitals.  No  assistance  is 
available  from  any  other  source  for  nursing  infectious  disease  cases 
at  home. 

2.  General.  There  are  ten  district  nurses  operating  in  the  dis- 
trict, five  appointed  by  the  Beeston  Nursing  Association,  three  by  the 
Chilwell,  Attenborough  and  Toton  Nursing  Association,  and  two 
by  the  Stapleford  Nursing  Association.  These  Associations  function 
on  behalf  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 


Laboratory  Facilities 

Specimens  from  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Tuber- 
culosis, Enteric  Fever,  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever,  Pneumonia,  Dysentery, 
Food  Poisoning  and  complications  of  Pregnancy  and  the  Puerperium 
are  sent  for  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  63,  Gold- 
smith Street,  Nottingham.  There  is  no  charge  for  this  service.  A 
small  stock  of  tubes,  swabs,  etc.,  for  these  purposes  is  kept  at  the 
Health  Department,  Beeston. 


Scabies  and  Pediculosis 

The  Scabies  Clinic  at  Bramcote  continues  to  function,  On  receipt 
of  a request  from  the  Local  Medical  Practitioners,  Factory  Medical 
Officers,  School  Medical  Officers  or  any  other  source,  arrangements 
are  made  for  those  concerned  to  attend  at  the  Special  Scabies  Clinic 
at  Bramcote  Recreation  Ground  for  treatment. 

The  patients  are  given  a hot  bath  and  are  treated  twice,  usually 
on  successive  days,  with  Benzyl  Benzoate. 
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A Benzyl  Benzoate  product  with  a vanishing  cream  base  has  been 
used  successfully  on  very  small  children  for  whom  the  normal  25% 
Benzoate  emulsion  proves  too  irritating. 

Lethane  Oil  or  other  preparations  are  still  supplied  free  to  cases 
of  Pediculosis. 


Health  Education 

Lectures  on  aspects  of  Public  Health  were  given  to  various 
organisations  within  the  district  by  members  of  the  Department, 
use  being  made  of  optical  aids  e.g.  slide  projection,  flannel-graphs  etc. 

Health  Visitors  and  members  of  the  Health  Education  Depart- 
ment of  the  County  Council  have  given  informal  talks  to  mothers 
during  clinic  sessions  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres, 
and  also  organised  lectures  to  special  groups  within  the  area. 

Exhibitions  concerning  Home  Safety  were  staged  towards  the 
end  of  the  year  in  the  Libraries  at  Beeston,  Stapleford  and  Toton 
and  posters  displayed  in  showrooms,  clinics,  halls  etc.  throughout 
the  area. 

The  help  of  the  Nottinghamshire  Fire  Service  and  Health  De- 
partment and  the  Safety  Officers  of  Boots  and  Ericssons  is  gratefully 
ackowledged. 
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SECTION  “C” 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  Over,  Infectious  and  other  Diseases 

On  receipt  of  notification  of  an  Infectious  Disease  the  following 

procedure  is  put  into  practice  : — 

In  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Poliomyelitis,  Cerebro-Spinal 
Fever  or  Diphtheria,  etc.,  the  home  of  the  patient  is  visited 
by  one  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  who  reports  regard- 
ing the  home  conditions,  contacts,  and  the  advisability  of  re- 
moval to  hospital.  Swabs  are  taken  where  necessary  and  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  investigation  for  bacteria, 
and  the  Health  Department  arrange  the  removal  to  hospital 
of  all  cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  or  isolation. 
The  Health  Visitor  and/or  School  Nurse  is  also  notified 
of  all  appropriate  cases,  and  it  is  her  duty  to  visit  and 
educate  the  parents  regarding  contact  periods,  isolation 
periods,  and  to, follow  up  school  and  pre-school  contacts 
who  are  susceptible. 

Disinfection  of  premises  and  library  books  is  carried  out  by 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  as  and  when  necessary. 
Head  teachers  of  the  schools  in  the  district  are  notified  of 
all  cases  of  infection  occurring  amongst  their  children. 
They,  too,  are  required  to  notify  the  Health  Department 
of  any  cases  of  infection  occurring  in  their  schools  as  soon 
as  they  become  aware  of  such. 

In  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  does  not  visit,  but  an  informative  letter  is  sent  to 
the  parents  instructing  them  in  the  duties  of  isolation  and 
quarantine,  and  pointing  out  the  penalties  for  neglect. 

The  Health  Visitor  and/or  School  Nurse  visit  cases  of  Whoop- 
ing Cough,  to  ensure  that  adequate  isolation  is  maintained. 
Wherever  possible  in  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning 
all  utensils  and  all  food  still  remaining  from  meals  taken 
during  the  24  hours  preceding  the  onset  of  symptoms 
are  submitted  for  examination. 

In  the  event  of  an  epidemic  of  food  poisoning,  dysentery, 
etc.,  the  co-operation  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  staff 
is  requested. 

Gamma  Globulin  is  available  at  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory for  the  induction  of  possible  immunity  in  appropriate 
cases  e.g.  expectant  mothers  in  the  early  months  of  pregnancy, 
who  are  contacts  of  German  Measles  and  have  not  had 
the  infection.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

1.  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis 

7'he  area  was  fortunate  in  having  no  cases  of  this  infection  during 
the  year.  This  pleasant  picture  has  been  somewhat  marred  by  the 
recent  outbreaks  publicised  in  other  areas — stressing  the  need  for  the 
maximum  degree  of  protection  by  immunisation. 

2.  Diphtheria 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  was  confirmed  during  the  year,  but  cases 
occurring  in  London  and  Derby  came  as  a grim  reminder  that  there 
is  still  a very  definite  risk  to  those  who  are  not  protected. 

3.  Dysentery 

There  were  87  cases  of  dysentery  during  the  year,  of  whom  eight 
had  to  be  admitted  to  hospital.  There  were,  however,  no  deaths.

4.  Food  Poisoning 

Nine  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year.  In  the 
2nd  Quarter  there  were  3 isolated  cases,  one  ascertained  to  be  due  to 
Salmonella  Typhi-murium,  but  the  causal  organism  was  not  deter- 
mined in  the  other  two  cases.  In  the  3rd  Quarter  an  outbreak  affected 
three  persons  in  a household  and  a symptomless  carrier.  Salmonella 
Typhi-murium  was  identified.  Two  single  cases  occurred  in  this 
quarter,  due  in  one  case  to  Salmonella  'ryphi-murium  and  in  the 
other  to  Salmonella  enteridis. 

In  the  last  3 months  of  the  year  there  was  only  one  case  confirmed 
and  found  to  be  caused  by  Salmonella  Thypi-murium. 

5.  Puerperal  Pyrexia 

There  were  four  cases  during  the  year,  none  of  which  were  fatal 
and  three  of  which  were  treated  at  home.  The  fourth  was  transferred 
to  the  City  Hospital  for  treatment. 
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().  Measles 

The  epidemic  oceuning  in  1960-61  is  the  must  virulent  and 
extensive  since  1955.  1,130  cases  ot  measles  were  notified.  Noti- 

fication started  in  January  and  increased  throughout  the  year,  reaching 
maximum  intensity  in  the  last  quarter,  when  519  cases  were  reported. 
The  epidemic  continued  into  the  first  quarter  of  1961,  when  a further 
382  cases  occurred.  Not  every  case  was  mild  in  type,  and  a young 
infant  died  of  measles  complicated  by  pneumonia,  and  at  the  time 
of  writing  it  is  with  regret  that  I report  a second  fatality  in  an  adult 
woman,  from  virus  meningitis  following  measles. 

Four  children  were  admitted  to  Hospital  from  this  infection 
during  the  year. 

It  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised  that  measles  has  many 
sequelae  which  may  result  in  ill  health  and  disability,  and  so  should 
not  be  treated  casually  by  parents. 

7.  Scarlet  Fever 

Accounted  for  84  notifications  during  the  year,  and  there  were 
eight  admissions  to  hospital,  mainly  for  social  reasons.  There  were 
no  fatalities. 


8.  Tuberculosis 

36  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  3 cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
were  notified  in  1960,  26  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  3 cases  of  non- 
pulmonary  T.B.  were  admitted  to  hospital  and  2 cases  of  pulmonary 
T.B.  died.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

This  function  is  carried  out  by  the  District  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  acting,  with  the  consent  of  the  Urban  District  Council,  as 
an  Agent  of  the  County  Council. 

The  intensified  vaccination  and  immunisation  campaign  of  last 
year  continued  throughout  1960,  especially  in  regard  to  Poliomyelitis 
Vaccination. 

The  efforts  of  the  nursing  and  clerical  staff,  on  whose  industry 
and  efficiency  the  success  of  this  undertaking  had  depended  is  greatly 
appreciated. 

1 . Diphtheria 

During  1960  386  children  completed  a primary  course  of  Im- 
munisation against  diphtheria  and  344  were  given  a Booster  dose 
after  school  entry,  under  Public  Health  Department  arrangements. 
A further  535  children  were  immunised  by  their  General  Medical 
Practitioners,  who  were  responsible  for  309  Booster  doses. 

The  total  number  of  infants  immunised  was  921,  representing 
a very  high  percentage  of  the  children  who  normally  become  eligible 
for  protection  during  the  year.

2.  Smallpox 

608  primary  vaccinations  against  smallpox  were  carried  out 
during  the  year.  That  the  world’s  zones  of  endemic  smallpox  are  now 
but  a few  flying  hours  from  our  homes  represents  a constant  threat 
of  infection,  which  could  be  introduced  without  warning  into  our 
community. 

We  continue  to  urge  all  parents  to  have  their  young  children 
protected.

5.  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

As  in  previous  years  the  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  campaign 
continued  throughout  the  year,  plentiful  supplies  of  “ polio  vaccine  ” 
being  available.  The  response,  however,  from  older  age  groups 
again  was  disappointing,  in  spite  of  the  sessions  which  were  arranged 
in  the  larger  factories  of  the  area.

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Oral  Poliomyelitis  Vaccine 

During  the  year,  the  parents  of  twenty  infants  living  in  the  area, 
between  the  ages  of  6 — 9 months,  and  who  were  ‘ only  ’ children, 
volunteered  to  take  part  in  an  investigation  undertaken  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  with  the  co-operation 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  and  the  Local  Authority. 
The  children  were  divided  into  three  groups. 

Group  1 were  given  1,000,000  T.C.D.  of  the  Trivalent  vaccine  in  a 
single  dose,. 

Group  2 were  given  three  doses  of  trivalent  vaccine  each  containing 
1,000,000  T.C.D.,  at  4 w^eekly  intervals. 

Group  3 w^ere  given  1,000,000  T.C.D.  of  Type  1 \accine  followed 
4 weeks  later  by  1,000,000  T.C.D.  of  Type  3 Vaccine  and 
four  weeks  later  1,000,000  T.C.D.  of  Type  2 Vaccine. 

Specimens  of  faeces  were  obtained  from  the  child  and  its  parents 
at  four-day  intervals  until  four  weeks  after  the  last  dose  of  vaccine. 
Samples  of  blood  were  taken  from  the  infant  immediately  before 
vaccination,  14  weeks  and  40  weeks  after  the  dose.  These  were  ex- 
amined for  antibody. 

It  is  not  proposed  to  publish  the  results  obtained  until  the  figures 
concerning  the  complete  enquiry  are  available. 

The  co-operation  of  the  parents  concerned  w^as  excellent  and 
much  appreciated. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS  1948  & 1951 

It  was  unnecessary  to  take  action  either  under  Section  47  or 
Section  50  of  the  Act  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support 
and  encouragement  of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  the  advice  of  my  colleagues  in  other  departments  and 
of  Dr.  C.  W.  W.  Jeremiah  the  County  Medical  Officer.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  1960. 


To  7'he  Chairman  and  Members  of  The  Beeston  and  Stapleford 
Urban  District  Council. 

Madam  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  1960. 

The  Clean  Air  Act  1956.  Our  first  Smoke  Control  Order,  the 
Beeston  and  Stapleford  Smoke  Control  Order  No.  1 (Inham  Nook) 
has  now  been  confirmed  by  the  Minister,  and  becomes  operative 
from  the  1st  October,  1961.  From  that  date  the  1,133  dwellinghouses 
and  6 other  premises  included  in  the  area  will  be  permitted  to  burn 
only  smokeless  fuels.  The  work  of  converting  such  appliances  as  are 
not  already  suitable  is  proceeding  satisfactorily. 

Work  is  already  well  advanced  in  connection  with  the  second  area, 
which  will  be  the  Bramcote  Hills  Area,  North  of  Derby  Road  and 
Ilkeston  Road,  and  stretching  from  Wollaton  Vale  to  Coventry  Lane 
and  comprising  a further  800  premises  or  more. 

Improvements  to  industrial  plants  have  also  continued,  more 
mechanical  stokers  having  been  installed  and  more  boilers  having 
been  converted  to  burn  smokless  fuels  (including  oil). 


Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  under- 
takes the  co-ordination  of  the  observations  made  by  various  Local 
Authorities  and  other  bodies  on  atmospheric  pollution,  and  investigates 
the  nature,  measurement  and  prevention  of  atmospheric  pollution. 

This  Authority  is  now  co-operating  with  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  and  has  installed  a soot  deposit 
gauge  on  the  roof  of  the  Roundhill  School  Beeston. 

A monthly  analysis  of  the  collected  matter  is  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Analyst. 

We  have  also  installed  two  sets  of  Daily  Smoke  Filter  and 
Volumetric  Apparatus  at  the  Roundhill  School  Beeston  and  the 
Fairfield  School  Stapleford.  These  instruments  are  housed  inside 
the  schools.  A measured  quantity  of  air  is  drawn  through  a funnel 
from  outside  the  building  and  passed  through  a filter  paper  which 
holds  the  smoke  particles,  a grey  stain  being  formed.  The  density  of 
the  stain  depends  on  the  amount  of  smoke  in  the  air  and  on  the  colour 
and  size-distribution  of  the  smoke  particles  and  is  measured  by  means 
of  a reflectometer  which  has  been  calibrated  against  a standard  scale 
of  shades.

After  passing  through  the  filter  paper  the  air  is  bubbled  through 
dilute  hydrogen  peroxide,  the  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  air  then  being 
oxidised  to  Sulphuric  acid.  The  acidity  of  the  solution  is  then  deter- 
mined by  titration  with  alkali  and  the  equivalent  sulphur  dioxide 
concentration  in  the  air  can  be  calculated. 

This  method  is  not  specific  for  sulphur  dioxide,  as  other  strong 
acids  or  alkalis  will  affect  the  result,  but  since  the  concentration  of 
sulphur  dioxide  in  the  air  is  normally  much  greater  than  other  strong 
acids  or  alkalis  it  is  justifiable  to  consider  the  results  as  giving  the 
approximate  concentration  of  sulphur  dioxide.  The  filter  papers 
and  hydrogen  peroxide  bottles  are  changed  at  the  same  time  daily 
and  the  results  obtained  are  tabulated  and  sent  monthly  to  the  De- 
partment of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research,  who  summarise  the 
results  obtained  from  all  sources  and  circulate  them  monthly  to  all 
Authorities  co-operating  in  the  scheme. 

Meetings  of  representatives  of  the  co-operating  Bodies  are  held 
twice  yearly  at  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research 
Station,  and  you  have  appointed  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  to  attend  such  meetings. 


Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958 

In  July  1960  the  Council  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
Fisheries  and  Food  the  report  on  the  Slaughterhouses  in  the  district, 
required  by  Section  3 of  the  above  Act.  The  only  modification  made 
to  the  report  by  the  Minister  was  to  put  back  the  date  from  which 
the  slaughterhouses  must  comply  with  the  construction  regulations, 
from  the  29th  August,  1960  to  the  1st  April,  1961. 

A very  fine  new  slaughterhouse  and  pork  products  factory  erected 
by  Messrs.  T.  N.  Parr  Ltd.  on  Lilac  Grove,  Beeston  was  opened  in 
May,  1960  and  by  the  end  of  December,  1960  no  less  than  10,609 
pigs  had  been  slaughtered  there,  every  one  of  which  was  examined 
by  your  Inspectors. 

This  extra  work,  and  that  connected  with  the  Clean  Air  xAct 
mentioned  above  necessitated  the  appointment  of  another  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector,  and  he  commenced  his  duties  in  April,  1961. 


Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960 

Following  the  introduction  of  the  above  Act,  which  came  into 
force  on  29.8.60,  a survey  of  all  the  sites  in  the  area  has  been  carried 
out  and  revised  conditions  based  on  Model  Standards  have  been 
incorporated  in  the  new  licences. 

The  implementation  of  these  new  standards  will  give  vastly 
improved  sites,  with  much  better  living  conditions  for  the  residents. 
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SECTION  “D” 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER 

With  the  exception  of  a few  isolated  properties,  the  whole  of  the 
district  obtains  its  water  from  the  Nottingham  Corporation.  The 
supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity,  has  no  plumbo- 
solvent  action  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 

Four  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  1960,  all  from  the  mains 
and  all  were  satisfactory.  Two  were  analysed  by  the  Public  Analyst 
and  two  were  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 
Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  steady  growth  of  the  district,  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  a 
further  506  houses  were  built  during  1960,  has  now  made  it  necessary 
for  an  additional  collection  round  to  be  set  up  and  an  additional 
Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  tipping  vehicle  with  Power  Press 
has  been  ordered  for  this  purpose. 

A shortage  of  manpower  on  both  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
has  made  it  impossible  on  several  occasions  to  maintain  a regular 
weekly  collection  and  we  are  greatly  indebted  to  our  “ hardcore  ” 
of  “ regulars  ”,  many  of  whom  have  served  the  Department  faithfully 
for  many  years,  for  the  fact  that  this  Service  has  been  able  to  function 
so  efficiently  despite  manpower  difficulties. 

The  average  weekly  bonus  earned  per  man  under  the  dustbin 
incentive  bonus  scheme  for  the  year  1.4.60 — 31.3.61  was  17/2d. 

Salvage  of  Waste  Materials 

Despite  the  staff  difficulties  mentioned  above,  new  records  in 
both  weights  and  values  of  materials  salvaged  were  achieved  during 
the  year,  2,397  tons  of  materials  being  recovered  and  sold  for  ,617,821. 
Waste  paper  collection  also  achieved  a new  high  record,  1,075  tons 
being  collected  and  sold  for  ,^8,685. 

It  was  decided  to  discontinue  the  separate  collection  of  kitchen 
waste  as  from  the  31st  March,  1961,  as  the  demand  for  the  raw  waste 
had  fallen  considerably  and  it  was  no  longer  an  economic  proposition 
to  continue.  This  service  commenced  as  an  emergency  measure 
during  the  war  and  performed  a very  essential  part  in  providing 
animal  feeding  stuffs  during  those  difficult  days. 

During  the  period  April,  1948  to  March,  1961  some  6,101  tons 
were  collected  and  sold  for  £25,159.
